Direction of labour at the 
present moment would in- 
troduce a factor of rigidity at 
the very time when we are 
interested in keeping the 
wheels of the economy turn- 
* giving it elasticity. 

last couple of weeks 
have proved that we must be 


ready, every day, for a su 
reme economic test. A mod- 
ern army cannot be developed 


and maintained without the 


help of the entire civilian 
population, without the co- 
operation of economic enter- 
prises of every sort and with- 
out skill of the highest grade. 
Moreover, without economic 
solidity and know-how the 
army cannot maintain its 
standards. As military opera- 
tions were very brief, econ- 
omic activities were this time 
not called upon to synchron- 
ize with mili operations. 


This does not however in- 


validate the basic truth that 
only by developing the econ- 
omy on efficient lines will we 
be able to keep up army effi- 
ciency. 

Thus the experiences of the 
last. two weeks forcefully in- 
dicate economic reform on a 
comprehensive scale. They
